













































WHAT IS IT?

The VARIGRAPH is a compact precision built IV 4 lb. me¬ 
chanical type setting instrument. It is 7” x 7” x IV 2 ”. A complete 
working unit can be stored in a desk drawer. 


WHAT DOES IT DO? 


It sets formal and creative headline lettering. By adjusting 
two controls on the VARIGRAPH, hundreds of sizes and shapes 
of type from 14 to 72 points can be made from a single alphabet 
(matrix). Using the new ITALIC VARIGRAPH, hundreds of ad¬ 
ditional variations of forward and back slanting letters can also 
be made from the same matrix. If you were to buy type in all 
the sizes and variations that a VARIGRAPH could make from 
one matrix, you would have to buy thousands of fonts to do so. 










HOW DOES IT WORK? 




The user simply guides the VARIGRAPH tracing point 
through the engraving on the matrix. As this is done, the 
VARIGRAPH pen reproduces an inked outline or solid letter 
(depending on the type matrix used and the thickness of pen 
inserted into the VARIGRAPH. 


WHO USES IT? 


Anyone who has occasion to use display sizes of type and 
lettering up to 96 point. There are also many users who per¬ 
form lettering down to 5 point, however, we will be the first 
to discourage any prospective purchaser from buying a VARI¬ 
GRAPH unit to produce voluminous amounts of small type 
matter.

ITALIC MODEL VARIGRAPH 

Determines height, width or slant of the repro¬ 
duced letter. THE OFFICE MODEL VARI¬ 
GRAPH is identical except that it does not slant 
lettering. 




MATRIX or MAT 

Determines the style of lettering. There are over 
220 mats from which to make your selection. Sym¬ 
bols or special designs are also available. 




PEN 



Determines thickness of line. There are 12 line 
thicknesses in all. Ordinary black or colored india 
inks or water-colors may be used in pens.

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'SECRETS FOR CREATING EYE 
1 CATCHING DISPLAY HEADING, 

1- Select type faces which most 
nearly expresses character of the 
message. 

2- Letter headings in a manner 
which will further accentuate the 
character of the message. 

3- For most purposes, no more 
than one heading should be “trick” 
lettered. 

4- As a general rule, no more than 
three styles or sizes of type 
should be used on a page. 

5- Be sure all “trick” lettering 
and irregularly proportioned letter¬ 
ing remains readable and in 
harmony with surrounding elements.

Moving parts are machined from rus t-corrosion-proof materials such as 
nickel silver. New precision ball-bearing joints insure years of trouble-free 
service. Extreme rough handling may, Tiowever, result in the need for 
service before expiration of the one year guarantee. In this event, a loaner 
instrument can be shipped in order to reduce work delays during free 
service of your instrument. 


Mats require no service. If dirtied, they may be cleaned with house¬ 
hold soaos or cleaning fluids. 


Pen wear is negligible in the Varigraph. Careless handling may re¬ 
sult in breaking or losing the fine needle parts. These are replaceable at 
very small costs.
